2. Claims 1 ,29-31 ,41 ,43.44 and 45 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
*anticipated** by *Purkey. Purkey discloses the apparatus to effect the method of 
providing at least two item holder support locations in figure 2 where each item holder is 
a helix to hold varied sized items for each helix. Each helix has a moving device to 
rotate each helix and deliver each item to a delivery area. Note a reference surface, 
which is considered to be 'movably' mounted, is so much as , the surface is attached or 
moved to the supporting surface below the helix (see the abstract ,lines 2,3). The 
surface has rows of numbers 34 A,B and 40A,B and where the numbers 34B or 348 
would indicated the quantity of items in each of the helix.**ln regard to claims 30 and 31 
note that the indicia (numbers) are viewable through the turns of the helix and that each 
of the numbers in the rows are coresponding to the spacing between the turns of the 
helix, as is shown in figure 2 

3. Claims 32-40,42 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims.
